Ohio To Hav e Ample Co al

COLUMBUS, July 14 —T he price 
of coal in Ohio is going 
up. 
Report 
from the sta te ’s m ajo r 
cities show retail consum ers will 
pay from 75 cents to $1.75 more 
per ton for coal mined under the 
new union contracts. 
At Youngstown, the increase was 
about $1 a ton, which is estim ated 
to cost domestic users there about 
$400.000 in the next year.. 
New supplies are moving in slow­ 
ly. but m erchants say there will be 
plenty of coal this fall 
Average increase in the Columbus
